He became dean of the Uni­ 
versity of Utah College of Medi­ 
cine in 1950 and since 1955 at the 
University of Wisconsin. 
Dr. Bowers is a graduate of 
Gettysburg College and received 
his M D. degree from the Uni-1 
varsity of Maryland School of 
Medicine. He served as a Navy 
doctor in World War II when Jiis 
interest in the new field of radio-! 
biology led to his association with' 
the AEC following military serv-| 
ice and two years of private prac­ 
tice.

Seek Air Force Survivors 
Of Plane Ditched At Sea 
After 2 Bombers Collide 


SHANNON, 
Ireland 
<AP» 
— 
Two U.S. Air Force B47 bombers 
collided over the Atlantic Ocean 
today. One was ditched in the sea. 
The other limped to a safe land­ 
ing at Shannon airport, 330 miles 
away. 
Five Royal Air Force air-sea 
rescue planes and the Royal Navy 
destroyer 
Battleaxe, 
were 
dis­ 
patched to search for survivors 
of the downed plane, which car­ 
ried a crew of three. 
The crippled aircraft set down 
on the Shannon airstrip with one 
of its jet engines hanging gro­ 
tesquely from the wing.

Joe Martin Wins 
Veteran Rep. Joseph Martin of 
Massachusetts won easy renomi­ 
nation. It was the first time he 
was opposed in a primary in 35 
years. 
Primarie* also were held in 
New Hampshire, Vermont, Min­ 
nesota. Wisconsin, Utah. Arizona, 
Colorado 
and 
Washington. 
In 
some cases, such as Wisconsin 
and Minnesota, major candidates 
were unopposed in their parties 
•nd the races shaped up as tests 


of relative party strength. 
State outcomes included: 
MINNESOTA 
Democratic Gov. Orville Free­ 
man won a fourth-term nomina­ 
tion by a more than 7 to I margin 
over a political unknown. Sen. 
Hubert H. Humphrey, also unop­ 
posed, was leading the top Repub­

Mayor P. Kenneth Peterson of 
Minneapolis, but the total GOP 
vote was bigger than Humphrey’s 
Freeman’s GOP opponent, El 
mer Andersen, who was unop­ 
posed, was trailing the governor 
in the popularity poll.

NEW HAMPSHIRE 
Gov. Wesley Powell won another

With returns almost complete, 
Powell led 46.031 to 45,249. It was 
a virtual repeat of a Powell 
Gregg photo finish two years ago.

Here are a few scattered an­ 
swers to a number of questions 
many (rf these parents are ask­ 
ing themselves: 
Q. My son can’t get into one of 
the famous Ivy League schools 
in the East.

Big Schools 
A. No, although attendance at 
these schools will be of great help 
if he plans to sell bonds or get 
on the U. S. Supreme Court.

A. To a good junior college or 
one of the hundreds of fine small­ 
er colleges.
